Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 28 January 2009 lias been accepted and entered. 
Claims 2-21 and 25-29 are pending. No arguments have been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-21 and 25-29 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 12, this claim has been rewritten in independent 
form, including the allowable subject matter of record as set forth by the 
examiner in the communication mailed on 28 October 2008. 

With respect to claims 15 and 25, these claims have been amended to 
include the allowable subject matter of claim 12, as set forth by the examiner in 
the communication mailed on 28 October 2008. 

With respect to claims 20 and 26, Karim et al. (WO 02/067337 A2), as 
applied in the communication mailed on 28 October 2008, does not teach 
readout circuitry coupled to a detector for generating a second signal 
representative of a first signal (generated by a detector in response to photons 
incident thereupon), said readout circuitry including a current subtraction circuit 
for generating a desired signal, said readout circuitry combining said second 
signal and said desired signal, and said readout circuitry generating a third signal 
representative of the combined second signal and desired signal.

With respect to claim 27, this claim has been added to incorporate the 
allowable subject matter of record of original claim 7, as set forth by the examiner 
in the communication mailed on 28 October 2008.
